To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  Services  for  Dewsbury  for  the  year  1969. 

Statistics. 

The  Registrar  General  estimated  the  population  of  the  town 
at  mid  1969  at  51,560,  a decrease  of  80  on  the  previous  year’s 
figure.  The  natural  increase  in  the  population  (that  is  the  excess 
of  live  births  over  deaths)  during  the  year  was  185. 

Live  births  registered  were  983  comprised  of  515  males 
and  468  females.  Of  this  number  87  or  8.8%  were  illegitimate 
as  compared  with  105  or  10.2%  in  1968.  The  birth  rate  for  the  year 
was  19.1  compared  with  19.9  for  the  previous  year.  The  corrected 
live  birth  rate  was  20.2  and  the  national  figure  was  16.3. 

The  stillbirth  rate  was  13.0  per  1,000  total  live  and  still- 
births. The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  13.0. 

The  crude  Death  Rate  of  15.5  per  1,000  population  was 
above  the  national  rate  of  11.9.  The  heaviest  mortality  was 
caused  by  the  group  of  diseases  of  the  heart,  of  which  coronary 
disease  alone  accounted  for  201  deaths  or  25%  of  the  total  deaths 
from  all  causes.  Deaths  due  to  cancer  (all  forms)  were  104  com- 
pared with  133  in  the  previous  year,  giving  a death  rate  of  2.0 
per  1,000  population,  and  causing  13.0%  of  the  deaths  from  all 
causes.  Tuberculosis  of  the  respiratory  system  was  the  cause  of 
two  deaths  giving  a death  rate  of  0.04  per  1,000  population. 

Out  of  a total  of  798  deaths,  68%  were  of  persons  over  65 
years  of  age.  Deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  totalled  30  giving  an 
Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  31.  Of  these  deaths  7 died  in  the  first 
day  of  life  and  a further  10  in  the  first  week.  10  of  the  infant 
deaths  were  associated  with  prematurity,  and  of  these,  4 died 
within  24  hours  and  a further  5 within  a week.  Of  these  10  babies 
who  died,  7 weighed  less  than  3 lbs.  4 ozs.,  at  birth,  and  3 between 
3 lbs.  4 ozs.  and  4 lbs.  15  ozs. 

Staff. 

(a)  Dr.  D.  E.  Robertshaw,  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
resigned  on  the  31st  July,  1969,  to  take  up  a senior  appointment 
with  the  West  Riding  County  Council.  During  her  time  in  this 
department  she  proved  herself  to  be  a true  asset  and  a person  of 
exceptional  talent  and  ability. 

In  spite  of  advertisements  no  applications  for  her  position 
have  been  received. 
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(b)  Dr.  Ashraff,  Departmental  Medical  Officer,  commenced 
his  full-time  D.P.H.  Course  in  September,  1969,  and  therefore  his 
services  were  lost  for  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

(c)  Miss  Elliott,  Dental  Officer,  resigned  in  September,  1969, 
and  again  it  has  not  been  possible  to  find  a replacement. 

(d)  Mrs.  Smallwood,  Clerk  in  the  Food  Sales  Section,  resigned 
in  August,  1969,  after  25  years  loyal  good  and  faithful  service, 
and  one  wishes  her  a long,  happy  and  healthy  retirement. 

Fire 


In  May,  1969,  a fire  occurred  in  the  Municipal  Buildings, 
and  this  caused  some  disruption  for  several  months  in  the 
efficient  functioning  of  the  Health  Department.  However,  the 
work  of  repairs  proceeded  excellently  and  the  building  has  now 
been  restored  to  its  former  'glory'. 

Reports 

The  year  has  been  characterised  by  the  publication  of 
several  important  and  far  reaching  reports.,  i.e.  Report  of  the 
Royal  Committee  on  Local  Government,  the  Seebohm  Report 
and  the  Second  Green  Paper  on  the  Health  Services,  and  as  a 
result  there  exists  much  doubt  about  the  future  of  Health 
Departments  as  they  now  exist  under  Local  Authorities.  At  the 
time  of  writing  no  actual  changes  have  occurred,  but  recruitment 
into  the  Public  Health  Service  because  of  the  uncertainty  created 
has  been  adversely  affected,  and  this  is  certainly  to  be  deplored. 
If  all  the  intended  changes  do  occur  only  time  will  prove  if  they 
will  benefit  the  public  either  generally  or  individually. 

Many  persons  of  note  have  expressed  conflicting  opinions  on 
the  possible,  and  in  some  cases,  probable  changes  and,  on  some 
aspects  of  them,  unanimity  of  opinion  has  been  conspicuous  only 
by  its  absence.  One  could  write  at  length  on  the  desirability  or 
otherwise  of  some  of  the  innovations  suggested,  but  it  is  thought 
this  is  not  the  place  to  do  so.  In  the  meantime  the  routine  work  of 
the  Health  Department  has  continued. 

Phenylketonuria 

For  some  years  the  screening  of  all  babies  for  this  disease, 
which  is  caused  by  incomplete  protein  breakdown  and  could 
result  in  mental  deficiency,  was  carried  out  by  the  Health 
Visitors  using  the  Phenistix  Nappy  Test.  Following  a report  by 
the  Medical  Research  Council’s  “Working  Party  on  Phenylke- 
tonuria’’ it  was  recommended  that  a complete  blood  test,  known 
as  the  Guthrie  Test,  was  more  accurate.  This  test  is  carried  out 
on  the  sixth  day  of  life  and  involves  pricking  the  baby’s  heel  to 
obtain  four  drops  of  blood  on  special  testing  paper,  the  latter  is 
then  sent  to  the  Pathological  Department  of  the  local  hospital 
for  interpretation.  The  midwives  in  hospital  or  on  the  district 
now  carry  out  this  procedure.  Fortunately  there  were  no  positive 
cases  during  1969. 
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Chiropody 

This  service  continues  to  expand.  In  1969,  1,216  persons 
received  7,502  treatments  as  compared  with  1,138  persons  and 
7,053  treatments  in  1968.  It  is  efficiently  run  by  the  Dewsbury 
Old  Person’s  Welfare  Association  on  behalf  of  the  Corporation, 
and  it  fulfils  an  extremely  useful  and  necessary  function  for  the 
old  people  of  the  town. 

Cervical  Cytology  Clinic 

This  is  what  might  be  termed  an  “essential"  clinic,  one  that 
can  save  life  and  also  prevent  chronic  and  debilitating  illness.  As 
a result  of  the  examinations  carried  out  53  women,  i.e.  16%  of 
those  who  attended  were  referred  to  their  family  doctors  for 
treatment  for  conditions  other  than  suspected  cervical  cancer, 
and  in  addition  7 women  with  suspicious  cancer  smears  were 
referred  to  the  consultant  gynaecologist  and  they  received  the 
appropriate  treatment. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  more  women  will  take  advantage  of  the 
facility  offered  to  them. 

Infant  Welfare  Clinics 

These  clinics  continue  to  be  extremely  popular  with  the 
young  mother  and  it  is  worth  recording  that  94%  of  the  number 
of  infants  born  during  the  year  attended. 

The  object  of  such  clinics  is  not  to  treat  disease  but  to  give 
advice  on  the  proper  nurture  of  the  child  and  to  ensure  that 
normal  development,  both  physical  and  mental,  is  taking  place. 
Other  important  activities  in  the  clinics  include  education  on 
various  and  relevant  health  topics  given  by  the  Health  Visitor 
or  the  Health  Education  Organiser,  and  in  addition  vaccination, 
and  immunisation  against  the  common  infectious  diseases  is  also 
available. 

Burgh  Mill  House 

This  hostel  for  mentally  subnormal  adults  has  been  running 
virtually  at  capacity  throughout  the  year,  and  has  no  doubt 
proved  the  concept  that  many  subnormal  persons  who  have  been 
resident  for  many  years  in  hospital  can  be  assimulated  into  the 
community  given  appropriate  guidance  and  support,  and  indeed 
can  become  useful  working  members.  Additionally  several 
residents  have  been  admitted  due  to  death  or  incapacity  of  close 
relatives  with  resultant  loss  of  care  and  supervision.  Before  the 
advent  of  hostels,  such  subnormal  persons  would  have  been 
admitted  to  hospital  and  so  cut  off  from  the  community  in  which 
they  have  lived  for  many  years. 

The  demand  for  places,  particularly  on  the  male  side,  con- 
tinues to  increase,  and  one  looks  forward  to  the  proposed  exten- 
sion of  a further  8 places  which  is  expected  to  be  completed  in 
1972.

Full  and  comprehensive  information  on  all  the  services  of 
the  Health  Department  is  to  be  found  in  the  Report  and  also 
information  re  services  of  other  departments  which  are  also 
vitally  concerned  with  the  health  of  the  town’s  population.

In  1969,  the  number  of  live  births  was  983,  44  less  than  in 
1968,  giving  a birth  rate  of  19-1  per  1,000  population  compared 
with  the  previous  year's  rate  of  19-9.

The  Registrar  General  requested  a monthly  return  on  a 
standard  form  of  all  the  children  found  at  birth  with  congenital 
malformations.  The  information  required  is  obtained  by  the  use 
of  a modified  birth  notification  form.  When  doubt  has  arisen  as  to 
the  correct  classification  of  congenital  malformation  further  in- 
formation has  been  sought  from  the  general  practitioners  or 
hospitals  concerned.  During  the  year  18  live  births  (6  males  and 
12  females)  and  1 stillbirth  (1  female)  showed  congenital 
malformations  at  birth.  If  necessary  children  with  congenital 
malformations  are  put  on  the  “At  Risk”  Register  and  such 
children  receive  extra  supervision  by  the  doctors  and  health 
visitors. 


Medical  Examinations. 

During  1969  a total  of  255  medical  examinations  were 
carried  out  by  the  Medical  Officers  of  the  Department.  160 
of  these  were  for  Corporation  employees  who  were  either  enter- 
ing the  service  or  were  due  to  pay  superannuation  contributions 
after  the  qualifying  period.  41  examinations  were  done  for 
other  authorities,  41  candidates  for  teachers’  training 
colleges  were  medically  examined  prior  to  their  being  accepted 
by  the  colleges,  and  7 persons  were  examined  on  taking  up 
appointments  as  teachers.

Health  of  Children. 

Prevention  of  break  up  of  families. 

During  the  year  under  review  4 meetings  were  held  under 
the  Chairmanship  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  deal  with 
this  subject  and  to  continue  with  the  work  that  was  done  in  the 
previous  year.  The  meetings  are  attended  by  a representative 
of  the  Town  Clerk,  the  Deputy  Medical  Officer,  Superintendent 
Nursing  Officer,  a senior  lady  Housing  Inspector,  the  N.S.P.C.C. 
Inspector,  a Mental  Welfare  Officer,  the  Senior  National  Assist- 
ance Officer,  the  Children's  Officer,  a Probation  Officer,  the  Chief 
Officer  of  Welfare  Services  and  an  Education  Department 
Welfare  Officer. 

6 new  cases  were  discussed  and  helped  during  1969  in 
addition  to  21  cases  outstanding  at  the  end  of  1968. 
3 cases  were  taken  off  the  register  as  no  longer  needing  help 
because  of  the  improvement  which  had  been  effected  or  because 
they  had  removed  to  another  area.  At  the  end  of  1969  there 
remained  on  the  register  24  cases  still  under  discussion.  Some  of 
these  cases  represent  the  ‘hard  core’  of  problem  families  and  are 
with  us  year  after  year,  necessitating  a continuous  watch  on 
behalf  of  the  children  who  are  often  the  victims  of  the  indolence 
and  ignorance  of  their  parents. 


International  Vaccination  Certificates. 

During  the  year  441  certificates  were  authenticated  for 
persons  travelling  abroad,  either  permanently  or  temporarily, 
compared  with  207  in  1968.

All  specimens  are  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service,  Wakefield  (Director,  Dr.  L.  A.  Little),  and  during  1969 
approximately  a total  of  400  specimens  were  dealt  with, 
mainly  investigations  in  connection  with  some  dysentery  and 
food  poisoning. 


Promotion  of  Cleanliness. 

Cases  of  uncleanliness  are  dealt  with  at  the  Municipal  Build- 
ings, Halifax  Road,  Dewsbury,  by  a specially  appointed  Cleans- 
ing Assistant  employed  in  the  School  Health  Service. 

During  1969,  there  were  8 cases  of  head  lice  and  9 cases  of 
scabies  amongst  pre-school  children,  12  cases  of  scabies  and  6 
cases  of  head  lice  amongst  adults.

Owing  to  a limited  amount  of  intermingling  of  supplies  the 
exact  quantities  are  not  available.  Facilities  to  provide  complete 
flexibility  in  the  exchange  of  sources,  as  far  as  mains  carrying 
capacities  will  allow,  has  been  approved.  An  agreement  with  the 
Bradford  Corporation  for  a bulk  supply  is  due  to  terminate  on 
January  31st,  1970. 

The  Bradford,  Calderdale  and  Holmbridge  sources  are 
filtered  and  sterilized  at  source,  but  the  Dunford  source  is  pH 
corrected  and  sterilized  only.  Since  the  end  of  the  year,  and  prior 
to  the  printing  of  this  report,  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  has  approved  the  scheme  to  instal  filters  on  the 
Dunford  supplies  to  Dewsbury. 

Extension  and  renewal  of  the  distribution  mains  has  con- 
tinued throughout  the  year  and  the  main  feeder  pipelines  in 
Thornhill  have  been  scraped  and  lined  with  concrete. 

Chemical  and  bacteriological  examinations  have  been  taken 
regularly  on  all  supplies  throughout  the  year  and  the  necessary 
high  standard  has  been  maintained  as  shown  in  the  table.  No 
plumbo  solvent  action  is  indicated. 

All  the  houses  in  the  County  Borough  are  supplied  with 
piped  water,  the  rate  of  consumption  being  43.5  gallons  per  head 
per  day  for  domestic  and  unmeasured  trade  and  36.8  gallons  per 
head  per  day  for  trade  purposes. 

Rainfall  during  last  summer  fell  below  average  but  unres- 
tricted consumption  was  permitted.

WATER  POLLUTION  CONTROL. 

Mr.  C.  L.  N.  Cree,  Manager  has  kindly  supplied  the  follow- 
ing information. 

The  main  function  of  this  Department  is  to  prevent  pollu- 
tion of  the  Calder  and  its  tributaries  by  hygienically  treating  the 
domestic  sewage  and  trade  waste  waters  from  a drainage  area 
comprising  Batley,  Dewsbury,  Ossett  (part),  Mirfield  and  Sitling- 
ton.  Besides  safeguarding  the  health  of  the  community  at  large 
the  Water  Pollution  Control  Department  provides  an  essential 
service  to  industry  at  low  cost  allowing  scope  for  future  industrial 
expansion  within  the  area. 

The  population  served  by  the  Department  is  110,583.  A 
total  volume  of  4,050  million  gallons  of  sewage  equal  to  11.095 
million  gallons  a day  was  treated  in  1969.  Of  this  4.66  million 
gallons  a day  was  Trade  Effluent.  Sludge  and  solid  matter 
removed  in  treatment  was  39,024  tons. 

A modern  laboratory  at  Mitchell  Laithes  controls  the 
operation  of  the  Mitchell  Laithes  and  Ravensthorpe  treatment 
works  and  the  fertiliser  plant  which  produces  the  highly  success- 
ful Dewmus  organic  manure. 

Discharges  from  over  100  trade  effluent  premises  within  the 
area  have  to  be  sampled  and  analysed  to  safeguard  the  treatment 
processes. 

At  Mitchell  Laithes  the  system  of  treatment  includes  prim- 
ary sedimentation,  highly  automated  2 stage  biological  filtration 
with  recirculation  of  effluent,  intermediate,  secondary  and  storm 
settlement.  Extensions  to  increase  the  capacities  of  the  various 
settlement  stages  were  completed  during  the  year. 
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The  Ravensthorpe  works  processes  include  primary  sedi- 
mentation, single  stage  biological  filtration  and  secondary 
sedimentation.  Excess  flows,  and  sludges  removed  in  treatment, 
are  passed  on  to  Mitchell  Laithes  for  further  treatment. 


SEWERAGE  SYSTEM 

Mr.  G.  J.  Drummond,  Borough  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  has 
kindly  supplied  the  following  information  with  regard  to  the 
sewerage  system: —

(2)  At  Howroyd  Lane,  Whitley,  for  a distance  of  40  feet 
approximately,  in  42  inch  dia.  pipe. 

D.  Sewage  Disposal  Works 

A contract  for  the  construction  of  2 No.  Primary  and  3 No. 
Intermediate/Secondary  Storm  Tanks  at  Mitchell  Laithes, 
was  completed  in  July,  1969,  at  a cost  of  £374,810. 


PUBLIC  BATHS. 

Mr.  F.  Whitham,  Baths  Manager  has  kindly  supplied  the 
following  information: — 

The  present  baths  are  situated  in  Old  Westgate  and  were 
opened  in  1896.  They  comprise,  2 swimming  pools,  18  slipper 
baths,  Turkish  and  Aeratone  baths  together  with  an  establish- 
ment laundry. 
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Swimming  Pools 

There  are  two  pools  each  75'  x 24'  with  a depth  from  3'  to  6' 
each  pool  having  a capacity  of  52,000  gallons. 

The  1st  Class  Pool  is  used  for  mixed  bathing  every  day  and 
also  for  galas,  the  2nd  Class  Pool  is  used  as  a teaching  pool  for 
school  classes  and  for  single  sex  bathing  after  School  hours.  A 
total  of  60,726  scholars  in  organised  classes  attended  for  instruc- 
tion during  the  year. 

The  water  in  both  pools  is  under  constant  treatment  to 
maintain  a high  standard  of  clarity  and  purity  and  regular  tests 
are  carried  out  each  day  to  ensure  that  the  correct  pH  value,  Bi 
carbonate  alkalinity  and  free  chlorine  residual  are  maintained. 

Slipper  Baths. 

12  baths  for  men  and  6 for  women  are  provided  and  full  use 
is  made  of  them  in  particular  by  the  coloured  people. 

Old  age  pensioners  are  allowed  free  baths  during  mid-week 
and  regular  use  is  made  of  this  concession,  720  pensioners 
attended  during  the  year. 

Remedial  Section. 

The  remedial  sections  consists  of  a Turkish  Bath  Suite  and  an 
Aeratone  bath  and  they  are  well  used.  This  year  a concessionary 
charge  for  Old  Age  Pensioners  using  the  Turkish  bath  came  into 
force. 

Engineering  Section. 

We  have  two  steam  boilers  with  under  feed  stokers  using 
solid  fuel,  Hot  Water  Storage  Calorifier  and  two  heating  calori- 
fiers.  Two  air  scoured  filters,  pumping  equipment,  chemical 
feeding  plant  and  a chlorination  plant. 

The  laundry  plant  consists  of  a rotary  washing  machine, 
hydro-extractor  and  drying  chamber.

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RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  information  in  this  section  has  been  kindly  contributed 
by  Mr.  M.  Lovett,  O.B.E.,  Pollution  Prevention  Officer,  York- 
shire Ouse  and  Hull  River  Authority,  Leeds. 

The  Yorkshire  Ouse  and  Hull  River  Authority  is  responsible 
for  dealing  with  matters  relating  to  river  pollution  prevention, 
land  drainage,  fisheries  and  water  resources  in  the  River  Calder 
watershed. 

The  River  Calder  and  its  tributaries  receive  along  their 
lengths  the  effluents  from  an  almost  unbroken  chain  of  sewage 
works  and  trade  premises.  The  problem  of  preventing  pollution 
in  the  middle  and  lower  reaches  of  the  river  is  complicated  by  the 
relative  smallness  of  the  normal  flow  in  the  river  in  relation  to 
the  volume  of  effluents  discharged.  As  measured  at  Kirkthorpe 
Weir,  Wakefield,  the  normal  flow  in  the  river  is  about  95  million 
gallons  per  day.  At  that  point,  at  least  one-third  of  the  normal 
flow  of  water  in  the  river  can  be  accounted  for  as  effluent  from 
sewage  works.  In  addition,  treated  trade  effluents  amounting  to 
several  millions  of  gallons  per  day  are  discharged  to  the  river  and 
its  tributaries,  so  that  normally  the  amount  of  used  water  in  the 
river  is  often  at  least  50  per  cent,  of  the  total  flow,  this  being 
exclusive  of  the  use  of  virtually  the  whole  of  the  normal  flow  in 
the  river  for  cooling  purposes  by  the  various  electricity  generat- 
ing stations  between  Elland  and  Wakefield.  Whilst  there  were  no 
serious  floods  during  the  year,  the  prolonged  dry  spell  between 
June  and  October  led  to  drought  conditions,  and  at  least  one 
Water  Board  found  it  necessary  to  obtain  an  Order  authorising  a 
reduction  in  the  amount  of  compensation  water  discharged  to  the 
River  Calder.  Although  the  rains  came  in  time  to  avert  the  need 
to  invoke  the  Order,  the  condition  of  the  river  deteriorated 
alarmingly  during  the  dry  spell.  Fortunately  the  consequences 
were  neither  serious  nor  lasting,  and  with  the  spate  conditions 
during  October  and  November  its  condition  returned  to  normal. 

The  River  Authority  continues  to  be  of  the  opinion  that  in 
an  area  such  as  the  Calder  Valley  the  most  efficient  and  econ- 
omical means  of  dealing  with  trade  effluents  is  usually  by  dis- 
charging them,  where  practicable  and  after  suitable  pre-treat- 
ment, to  the  public  sewers,  for  treatment  at  the  water  pollution 
control/sewage  works  of  the  local  authorities.  Virtually  all  trade 
effluents  produced  at  present  within  the  Dewsbury  County 
Borough  and  in  the  adjacent  areas  of  Batley,  Mirfield,  and 
Healey  (Ossett  B.)  continue  to  receive  treatment  at  the  Corpora- 
tion’s water  pollution  control  works.  No  new  industries  producing 
trade  effluents  have  been  introduced  into  these  districts  during 
the  year,  but  increased  discharges  from  existing  industries  con- 
tinue to  be  satisfactorily  accommodated. 

As  is  inevitable  with  extensions  in  progress  and  new  plant 
being  commissioned,  with  attendant  commissioning  problems, 
the  effluent  from  Mitchell  Laithes  water  pollution  control  works 
was  variable  during  the  year.  However  it  is  pleasing  to  record 
that,  with  typical  Dewsbury  flair,  conditions  were  improving 
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rapidly  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  and  it  is  confidently  antici- 
pated that  1970  will  see  these  works  producing  effluents  con- 
sistently within  the  Royal  Commission  Standard. 

It  is  expected  that  yet  a further  scheme  of  extensions  will  be 
in  progress  at  the  Mitchell  Laithes  works  during  1970,  this  time 
to  provide  modern  sludge-disposal  facilities  without  which  no 
works  can  consistently  ensure  the  production  of  a satisfactory 
effluent.  The  preparation  of  detailed  drawings  is  now  in  hand  for 
the  only  outstanding  deficiency  at  these  works,  which  is  in 
respect  of  the  pumping  equipment,  and  here  again,  once  com- 
pleted, the  scheme  will  put  Dewsbury  in  the  first  flight  of  efficient 
water  pollution  control  authorities.  The  effluent  from  the  Ravens- 
thorpe  water  pollution  control  works  has  deteriorated  only 
slightly  during  the  year,  and  in  the  circumstances  this  is  again  a 
credit  to  the  staff  of  the  Water  Pollution  Control  Department  in 
keeping  the  works  operative  until  they  can  be  abandoned  and  the 
sewage  passed  to  the  Mitchell  Laithes  works. 

Despite  continuing  improvements  at  the  Spenborough  Main 
sewage  works,  the  condition  of  the  Spen  River,  as  it  enters  the 
Dewsbury  County  Borough  area,  has  deteriorated  due  to  worsen- 
ing conditions  at  a large  water  pollution  control  works  at  the  head 
of  the  valley.  Work  had  not  been  completed  on  the  first  stage 
extensions  and  modernisation  scheme  at  the  North  Bierley 
water  pollution  control  works  of  Bradford  Corporation  by  the 
end  of  the  year.  Any  appreciable  improvements  in  stream  condi- 
tions at  the  Dewsbury  boundary  will,  however,  have  to  await  the 
completion  of  the  second-stage  extensions,  now  expected  to 
commence  during  1970,  which  provide  for  additional  filters  and 
reconstruction  of  the  existing  units.  Delays  in  implementing 
these  schemes  are  a matter  of  grave  concern  to  all  affected. 

All  major  trade  effluents  (with  the  exception  of  those  from  a 
colliery  and  a ready-mixed  concrete  batching  plant)  in  the 
watershed  of  the  Batley  Beck  continue  to  be  discharged  to  the 
public  sewers.  There  have  been  a number  of  minor  failings  of 
sewer-connections  when  dye-liquors  and  other  industrial  wastes 
have  been  found  to  be  escaping  to  stream,  but  on  responsible 
parties  being  informed  of  these  failings  immediate  remedial  action 
has  been  taken. 

Work  is  proceeding  on  the  preparation  of  the  scheme  which 
will  facilitate  the  abandoning  of  the  obsolete  storm-sewage  tanks 
at  Batley,  and  the  passing  forward  of  prescribed  flows  to  the 
Dewsbury  sewerage  system.  A meeting  between  interested  parties 
and  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  was  arranged 
for  early  in  January,  1970,  and  it  is  hoped  that  outstanding 
problems  will  be  settled,  leaving  the  way  clear  to  an  early  start 
on  this  scheme.  Implementation  of  the  scheme  will  be  in  accord- 
ance with  the  broad  principles  contained  in  the  agreement  drawn 
up  between  Batley  Corporation  and  Dewsbury  Corporation  in 
1949,  and  will  result  in  a further  improvement  in  the  condition 
of  the  Batley  Beck  in  wet  weather. 

The  condition  of  the  Smithies  Beck  (the  upper  reaches  of  the 
Batley  Beck)  continues  to  be  impaired  by  the  discharge  of  mine 
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water,  over  which  the  River  Authority  has  no  jurisdiction.  The 
condition  of  the  Pildacre  Beck  has  been  generally  satisfactory 
throughout  the  year,  as  also  has  that  of  the  Chickenley  Beck. 
Whilst  some  fish  continue  to  survive  in  the  Smithy  Brook  it  was 
deemed  unwise  to  restock  the  lower  section  of  the  brook  with 
trout,  to  replace  those  lost  as  a result  of  indiscriminate  disposal 
of  acidic  industrial  sludges  in  June,  1968,  due  to  the  drought 
conditions  creating  a natural  imbalance  of  ochre  mine  water  to 
natural  waters  in  the  brook. 

The  river  at  Brighouse  and  upstream  continues  to  support 
fish-life  and  reasonable  catches  continue  to  be  reported.  Good 
progress  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year  on  the  final 
stages  of  the  Huddersfield  Corporation’s  scheme  for  providing 
improved  sewage  treatment  facilities  on  the  site  of  existing 
works  at  Cooper  Bridge,  and  partly  as  a result  of  these  works  and 
to  the  drought  conditions  during  the  summer,  there  has  been,  as 
anticipated,  a further  deterioration  in  the  river  in  its  middle 
reaches.  However  it  is  confidently  believed  that  completion  of 
this  scheme,  a section  of  which  is  expected  to  be  commissioned 
during  1970,  will  at  least  restore  the  river  to  its  former  standard 
in  the  section  through  Dewsbury. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  work  had  reached  an  advanced  stage 
on  the  comprehensive  scheme  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal 
for  the  Holme  Valley,  which  as  well  as  facilitating  the  acceptance 
into  the  Council’s  sewers  of  effluents  from  the  numerous  trade 
premises  in  the  valley,  will  also  contribute  to  some  improvement 
in  the  condition  of  the  River  Calder  in  its  middle  and  lower 
reaches.  Despite  numerous  meetings  of  all  interested  parties 
during  the  year,  a final  decision  has  not  yet  been  reached  in 
respect  of  the  scheme  to  convey  the  sewage  and  trade  effluents  of 
the  Sowerby  Bridge  and  Hebden  Royd  districts  to  the  High 
Royd  sewage  works  of  the  Luddenden  Foot  Joint  Sewerage 
Board,  as  an  alternative  to  the  scheme  for  conveying  these  flows 
to  the  Halifax  Corporation’s  water  pollution  control  works.  A 
further  alternative  is  currently  under  consideration  for  the 
possible  conveyance  of  the  sewages  of  Elland  Urban  District, 
Hebden  Royd  Joint  Sewerage  Board,  Luddendenfoot  Joint 
Sewerage  Board,  Ripponden  urban  district  and  Sowerby  Bridge 
urban  district,  for  treatment  at  the  new  Halifax  water  pollution 
control  works.  It  is  however  pleasing  to  record  that  by  the  end  of 
the  year  trials  were  being  run  on  the  new  40-cone  aeration  plant 
at  Halifax  and,  when  fully  operational,  these  works  will  contri- 
bute to  an  improvement  in  the  middle  and  lower  reaches  of  the 
River  Calder. 

The  scheme  to  convey  the  sewage  of  Kirkburton  Urban 
District  to  the  Huddersfield  sewerage  system  for  treatment  at 
their  Heaton  Lodge  and  Cooper  Bridge  Water  pollution  control 
works,  facilitating  the  abandoning  of  a number  of  obsolete 
sewage  works  discharging  to  a tributary  of  the  River  Calder,  was 
completed  and  commissioned  during  the  year.

NATIONAL  HEALTH  SERVICE  ACT 
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CARE  OF  MOTHERS  AND  YOUNG  CHILDREN. 

ANTE-NATAL  CLINICS. 

There  are  three  ante-natal  clinics  in  the  County  Borough 
administered  by  the  Corporation,  these  are  situated  at  Moor- 
lands Maternity  Hospital,  Thornhill  Council  Offices,  and  Heaton 
Lodge  Earlsheaton. 

Ante-natal  care  is  available  at  these  clinics  for  patients 
resident  in  Dewsbury  and  in  bordering  areas  who  are  going  to 
be  confined  at  home  and  those  who  have  been  booked  for  delivery 
in  Moorlands  Maternity  Hospital.  Some  Dewsbury  residents  are 
confined  to  Staincliffe  General  Hospital,  which  administers  its 
own  ante-natal  clinic. 

Blood  tests  are  carried  out  at  the  Corporation  clinics,  and 
immunisation  against  poliomyelitis  is  available. 

Short  talks,  demonstrations  and  film  shows  on  various 
health  topics  are  given  to  patients  attending  Earlsheaton  and 
Thornhill  ante-natal  clinics.  Orange  juice,  cod  liver  oil,  and 
vitamin  tablets  are  also  on  sale  at  these  two  clinics.  During 
1969,  209  sessions  were  held  by  the  Authority’s  doctors  and 
162  sessions  by  Hospital  doctors. 

RELAXATION  CLASSES. 

Relaxation  and  Mothercraft  Clinic  were  held  each  week  at 
Westborough  Child  Welfare  Clinic  under  the  guidance  of  a Health 
Visitor  and  Health  Education  Organiser,  and  during  1969  the 
attendances  were  as  follows: —

POST-NATAL  CLINICS 

A post-natal  clinic  administered  by  the  Corporation  is  held 
once  a month  at  Moorlands  Maternity  Hospital.  It  is  attended 
by  Dewsbury  residents  who  have  been  confined  either  at  home  or 
at  Moorlands  Maternity  Hospital.  7 sessions  were  by  the 
Authority’s  doctors  and  12  sessions  by  Hospital  doctors. 

Premature  Baby  Clinic. 

This  clinic  is  held  twice  a month  at  Moorlands  and  is  in  the 
charge  of  the  Consultant  Paediatrician.  A Senior  Health  Visitor 
attends  the  clinic,  where  all  premature  babies  born  in  the  area  are 
referred,  together  with  any  baby  who  has  been  ill  in  hospital  or 
any  baby  who  has  any  abnormality.  An  average  of  15  babies 
attend  at  each  session.

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DENTAL  SERVICE. 


Report  by  the  Principal  Dental  Officer— Mr.  J.  R.  Tuxford,  L.D.S. 

. Dental  inspections,  treatment  and  advice,  has  continued  to 
be  made  available  as  in  previous  years  to  expectant  and  nursing 
mothers,  and  children  of  pre-school  age.  Treatment  is  carried  out 
at  the  Central  Dental  Clinic,  and  the  majority  of  pre-school 
children  inspected  are  seen  at  Nursery  School. 

The  number  of  sessions  available  for  treatment,  inspection 
and  dental  health  education  was  less  than  in  previous  years  due 
to  the  loss  of  one  full-time  dental  officer,  and  no  replacement 
being  available.  The  comparative  volume  of  work  was  maintain- 
ed however,  and  no  one  in  need  of  urgent  treatment  failed  to 
obtain  it. 

The  majority  of  patients  who  attend  for  treatment  and  advice, 
are  referred  from  the  ante  and  post  natal  clinics  run  by  the 
Authority,  and  also  from  child  welfare  clinics,  some  are  referred 
by  the  patient’s  own  medical  advisor  and  some  attend  on  their 
own  initiative. 

Dental  treatment  of  all  types  is  available,  including  pro- 
vision of  dentures  where  necessary,  free  of  charge  to  those  who 
are  eligible.

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The  average  daily  attendance  for  the  year  was  15 . 5 as  against 
14  the  previous  year.  There  was  an  increase  in  the  attendance 
compared  with  the  previous  year.  In  1969  a total  of  3,849 
attendances  was  made  compared  with  3,526  in  1968. 

During  1969  a Nursery  School  student  worked  at  the  Day 
Nursery  as  part  of  her  training  for  the  N.N.E.B.  qualification. 

The  charges  for  admission  remained  the  same  as  in  1968, 
i.e.,  a minimum  of  Is.  6d.  a day  and  a maximum  of  6s.  Od.  per 
day,  the  actual  amount  depending  on  the  circumstances  of  the 
applicant. 

The  nursery  is  maintained  by  the  Council  primarily  as  a 
social  service  for  those  in  need  of  it,  i.e.,  children  of  unmarried 
mothers,  widowed,  divorced  or  separated  mothers,  mothers  who 
have  to  go  into  hospital,  and  others.  Each  case  is  decided  on  its 
merits. 

A doctor  visits  the  Day  Nursery  to  give  advice  and  to  do 
vaccinations  and  immunisations  as  necessary. 

Mother  and  Baby  Homes. 

d here  are  no  Mother  and  Baby  Homes  provided  by  the 
Council,  but  approval  was  given  for  13  unmarried,  expectant 
women  to  be  sent  to  homes  provided  by  religious  bodies,  payment 
being  made  by  the  authority. 

Illegitimate  Children. 

The  authority  does  not  employ  a Social  Worker  for  purposes 
of  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  2866.  The  mothers  are  visited  by 
the  Health  Visitors,  who  offer  advice  on  the  care  of  the  children 
and  on  the  services  available  to  them.

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These  795  immunisations  include  602  who  have  received 
triple  vaccine  in  three  doses  of  \ c.c.  at  the  appropriate  intervals 
and  191  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus  combined.  Private  doctors 
immunised  175  against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  (com- 
bined prophylactic)  and  Tetanus. 

In  addition,  during  the  year  599  children  received  one 
single  boosting  dose  ; 490  of  these  children  were  between  5 and 
15  years  and  109  were  under  5 years.

CERVICAL  CYTOLOGY  CLINIC. 

The  Cervical  Cytology  Clinics  are  held  approximately  three 
times  per  month  and  attendance  is  by  appointment,  either  from 
the  family  doctor  or,  less  frequently,  the  Health  Visitor. 

The  purpose  of  the  clinic  is  to  examine  normal  healthy 
women  for  the  earliest  possible  sign  of  cancer  of  the  neck  of  the 
womb.  At  the  time  of  this  examination,  an  examination  of 
breasts  and  of  urine  is  made. 

During  1969  338  women  attended  the  clinic  and  53  (16%) 
were  referred  to  their  family  doctors  for  treatment  of  various 
conditions,  other  than  cervical  cancer,  which  were  found  on 
examination.  In  addition  7 women  had  suspicious  smears  and 
were  referred  for  a gynaecological  opinion  via  their  family 
doctor. 
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V.D.  Visiting  and  Social  Work. 

The  Council  joins  with  the  West  Riding  County  Council  in 
providing  the  services  of  a V.D.  Social  Worker  who  is  centred 
at  Dewsbury  General  Hospital  Treatment  Centre. 

The  work  at  the  clinic  by  social  worker  includes  booking  of 
all  new  patients,  male  and  female,  recording  all  subsequent 
attendances.  Interviewing  all  patients  about  problems  and 
health.  Writing  letters  to  defaulting  patients  male  and  female. 
Paying  travelling  expenses  where  found  necessary.  Arranging 
transport  if  required.  Arranging  treatment  to  be  given  by  district 
nurse.  Requests  for  patients  to  be  visited  have  been  received 
from  Leeds,  Bradford,  Dewsbury  and  Huddersfield  centres  to 
persons  who  have  preferred  to  attend  a clinic  further  from  home.

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HOME  HELP  SERVICE. 

As  in  previous  years  the  demands  made  on  the  service  have 
been  heavier  than  it  has  sometimes  been  possible  to  meet.  The 
number  of  cases  helped  (see  details  below),  was  about  the  same 
as  in  1968,  it  could  not  be  otherwise  as  the  establishment  of  helps 
is  fixed  at  the  equivalent  of  43  full  time  home  helps  and  35  minor 
service  helps.  The  actual  number  of  women  employed  at  31st 
December  was  7 full  time  and  79  part-time. 

Where  necessary,  cleaning  equipment  is  available  from  the 
Department  for  home  helps  called  on  to  clean  houses  which  are 
in  a very  bad  state  due  to  neglect  by  old  and  senile  patients,  and 
all  the  helps  are  provided  with  overalls.  There  has  been  a rather 
high  turnover  of  staff  during  the  year,  and  it  is  not  always  easy 
to  recruit  the  right  type  of  woman  for  the  job  as  she  requires  to 
have  tact,  patience,  honesty  and  to  be  physically  fit. 

During  a very  busy  year,  the  Organiser,  and  her  Assistant, 
have  administered  the  service  with  the  help  of  a clerk,  from  the 
Department’s  central  Office  at  the  Municipal  Buildings,  and  their 
efforts,  in  conjunction  with  the  domiciliary  nursing  service,  have 
made  available  more  hospital  beds  than  would  otherwise  have 
been  the  case.

FAMILY  PLANNING 

We  are  indebted  to  Mrs.  J.  Hanson,  Hon.  Secretary,  for  the 
following  information: 

Dewsbury  Family  Planning  Clinic 

During  1969,  105  Clinics  were  held;  this  includes  both 
ordinary  sessions  on  Tuesday  afternoons  and  Wednesday  even- 
ings, and  special  clinics  for  the  fitting  of  inter-uterine  devices. 

315  new  patients  attended,  of  whom  142  were  from  Dews- 
bury. These  figures  repeat  the  trend  which  has  shown  since  the 
clinic  started,  i.e.  that  rather  fewer  than  half  the  patients  attend- 
ing actually  live  in  Dewsbury,  but  this  trend  will,  presumably,  be 
halted  now  that  the  West  Riding  has  opened  clinics  in  Batley  and 
Ossett.  We  do  feel,  however,  that  we  are  reaching  only  a small 
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proportion  of  Dewsbury  residents,  and  additional  publicity  is 
being  considered.  In  particular,  the  number  of  fully  assisted 
cases,  i.e.  those  for  whom,  for  financial  or  medical  reasons,  treat- 
ment and  supplies  are  free,  is  small,  and  some  of  these  could 
perhaps  be  helped  by  domiciliary  visits. 

As  regards  other  statistics,  £612  was  paid  by  Dewsbury 
Borough  to  the  clinic  during  1969,  this  being  the  agreed  propor- 
tion of  clinic  running  costs.  1,178  repeat  visits  were  made  by 
patients  during  the  year.

Again  this  year  it  is  pleasing  to  record  that  there  have  been 
no  changes  in  the  staff  of  Mental  Welfare  Officers  and  the  long- 
term social  work  has  continued  uninterrupted.  Staff  changes 
have  taken  place  at  Burgh  Mill  House  but  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Collins, 
continue  as  Superintendent  and  Matron  and  a section  on  the 
activities  there  follows  below. 

The  arrangements  whereby  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers 
assist  the  Consultant  Psychiatrists  Dr.  N.  V.  Wilkinson  and 
Dr.  E.  P.  Cadogan  at  their  Out-Patient  Clinics  have  continued  as 
before.  These  sessions  provide  a most  useful  means  of  regular 
communication  between  the  Consultants,  the  Mental  Welfare 
Officers,  and  the  patients  who  attend  the  clinics.  They  give  the 
Mental  Welfare  Officer  an  opportunity  to  discuss  with  the 
Consultants  individual  cases  informally  and  these  discussions  are 
of  great  value  to  all  concerned.  Also  the  patient  first  gets  to  know 
the  Mental  Welfare  Officer  in  the  setting  of  a medically  orientated 
clinic,  and  this  first  contact  provides  a basis  of  confidence  for  any 
future  relationship. 

The  facilities  for  out-patient  psychiatric  treatment  in  the 
area  have  increased  enormously  over  the  years  and  there  has 
been  a corresponding  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  attend- 
ing. It  is  now  twenty  years  since  the  writer  first  assisted  at 
Dewsbury  General  Hospital  psychiatric  out-patient  clinic.  At 
that  time  one  Consultant  attended  for  one  session  per  week  to 
see  patients  referred  to  him  by  General  Practitioners  for  advice 
and  if  necessary,  treatment.  The  area  from  which  patients  came 
comprised  the  County  Borough  and  the  surrounding  County 
Administrative  areas,  and  this  catchment  area  has  remained 
unchanged.  Today  at  Dewsbury  General  Hospital,  and  at  Stain- 
cliffe  Hospital,  there  is  a combined  total  of  six  psychiatric  out- 
patient sessions.  This  six-fold  increase  in  the  provision  of  services 
in  this  field  is  obviously  significant  and  it  may  be  thought  that 
this  was  in  response  to  a corresponding  increase  in  the  prevalence 
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of  Mental  Disorder.  This  however,  might  well  be  an  over-simpli- 
fication, though  there  is  certainly  a general  impression  that  there 
is  more  mental  illness  now  than  there  was  20  or  30  years  ago. 
What  we  certainly  do  know  is  that  much  mental  illness  in  the 
past  went  unrecognised  and  untreated  for  one  cause  or  another. 

It  appears  that  the  number  of  people  submitting  themselves 
for  treatment  increases  directly  with  an  increase  in  the  amount 
of  treatment  provided;  that  is  to  say,  if  the  number  of  treatment 
sessions  increases,  then  the  number  of  patients  increases  to 
occupy  them.  This  is  not  as  cynical  as  it  might  sound.  There  has 
in  the  past  been  a vast  amount  of  mental  illness  which  has 
presented  physical  symptoms,  and  it  is  these  which  have  been 
treated  rather  than  the  underlying  malaise.  With  the  growth  of 
knowledge  of  the  importance  in  health  of  the  emotional  life,  it 
has  become  increasingly  recognised  that  emotional  conflict,  stress 
and  anxiety  are  frequently  causes  of  what  appear  superficially 
as  “physical”  illness,  and  this  one  factor  alone  has  resulted  in  a 
far  greater  number  of  patients  being  referred  to  psychiatric 
clinics.  Another  factor  in  the  greater  use  made  of  psychiatric 
clinics  is  undoubtedly  the  diminution  of  fear  which  with  some 
cause,  has  in  the  past  been  associated  with  the  treatment  of 
mental  illness.  Education  through  the  mass-media  has  been  large- 
ly responsible  for  the  change  in  the  public’s  attitude,  and 
generally  people  are  much  more  ready  to  accept  the  idea  that  the 
early  treatment  of  minor  mental  illness  might  well  prevent  more 
serious  illness  later.  There  are  not  many  people  now  who  have 
not  some  close  friend  or  relative  who  is  having,  or  has  had  psychi- 
atric treatment,  and  it  is  very  plain  that  the  patient  is  not 
fundamentally  different  from  themselves.  This  lessening  of  fear 
has  also  been  accompanied  by  a great  shedding  of  the  stigma 
which  attached  to  mental  illness  and  this  has  largely  come  about 
through  public  recognition  of  the  fact  that  mental  illness  is  not 
something  to  be  ashamed  of,  any  more  than  is  any  other  kind  of 
illness. 

Burgh  Mill  House 

Burgh  Mill  House,  the  hostel  for  mentally  subnormal  adults 
has  been  running  virtually  at  capacity  throughout  the  year  and 
continues  to  demonstrate  the  value  of  such  accommodation  in 
keeping  the  mentally  handicapped  in  the  community  and  in- 
creasing their  social  effectiveness.  Of  the  fifteen  residents  at  the 
end  of  the  year,  seven  are  in  regular  employment,  two  attend  the 
adult  training  centre,  and  six  who  are  severely  handicapped  help 
to  run  the  hostel.  Those  who  go  out  to  work  are  expected  to  take 
some  share  in  the  day  to  day  chores  of  the  place  pretty  much  as 
they  would  do  if  they  were  living  in  their  own  homes. 

As  in  previous  years,  it  has  been  policy  to  do  all  possible  to 
avoid  the  residents  becoming  an  in-looking  community  and  there 
has  been  a wide  variety  of  activity  with  this  object  in  mind.  All 
the  residents  had  a week’s  holiday  in  Bridlington  during  the 
summer  and  participated  fully  in  various  visits  to  theatre  and 
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cinema  throughout  the  year.  As  much  freedom  is  given  as  is 
compatible  with  the  degree  of  each  one's  handicap  and  it  is 
noticeable  how  there  has  been  a maturing  emotionally  in  the  case 
of  those  who  came  from  an  over-protective  environment.  In 
years  gone  by  the  main  concern  of  the  social  worker  with  the 
mentally  handicapped  was  that  they  were  not  ill-treated,  neg- 
lected or  exploited.  Today,  although  vigilance  is  still  necessary 
in  this  respect  the  main  danger  lies  in  the  mentally  subnormal 
person  being  over-protected  and  his  emotional  growth  thereby 
prevented  or  retarded.  We  know  now  that  the  mentally  handi- 
capped should  be  “stretched”  intellectually  in  a patient  kindly 
way  and  that  trust  and  responsibility  must  be  placed  in  them  to 
the  limits  of  their  capacity  and  even  sometimes  a little  beyond. 
These  ideas  are  demonstrated  at  Burgh  Mill  House,  and  the 
results  are  evident  in  the  social  maturity  of  the  residents. 


Seebohm  Proposals 

If  the  Seebohm  proposals  are  adopted  it  seems  likely  that 
the  Local  Authority  Mental  Health  Services  will  be  taken  out  of 
the  health  context  and  placed  with  the  social  services  in  a new 
department.  One  cannot  help  feeling  that  if  these  proposals  are 
put  into  effect  they  will,  in  the  long  run,  diminish  the  effective- 
ness of  the  help  at  present  given  in  the  community  to  persons 
suffering  from  mental  disorder.  A large  body  of  informed  opinion 
views  the  proposals  as  representing  a shifting  of  emphasis  from 
the  medical  to  the  social,  which  is  retrograde  in  nature.  The  old 
concept  that  mental  disorder  was  somehow  reprehensible  and 
posed  primary  social  problems  which  should  be  treated  socially 
was  enshrined  in  the  Poor  Law  and  the  numerous  Lunacy  and 
Mental  Deficiency  Acts.  There  has  been,  as  we  know  a quite 
encouraging  trend  towards  considering  mental  disorder  as  prim- 
arily a medical  problem  with  secondary  but  important  social 
connotations.  This  trend  first  found  legal  expression  in  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  1948;  an  Act  “to  secure  improve- 
ment in  the  physical  and  mental  health  of  the  people  of  England 
and  Wales”.  Later  the  Mental  Health  Act  1959  and  the  regula- 
tions stemming  from  it  continued  this  trend.  At  the  same  time, 
there  was  as  previously  mentioned,  a growing  public  awareness 
fostered  by  health  education,  that  mental  disorder  is  one  aspect 
of  ill  health,  and  we  were  beginning  to  see  the  results  of  this  in 
the  lowering  of  fear  and  prejudice.  It  is  felt  that  the  proposals 
represent  a reversal  in  this  trend.  The  mentally  disordered  will  be 
considered  as  the  responsibility  in  the  community  of  an  agency 
concerned  with  social  problems  that  may  have  medical  connec- 
tions, rather  than  one  dealing  with  medical  problems  having 
social  consequences.  The  mentally  disordered  person  will  tend  to 
be  viewed  rather  as  a social  aberrent  than  as  an  ill  person.  It  is 
not  suggested  that  workers  in  the  field  will  view  such  people  in 
this  way  but  rather  that  there  will  be  a growing  tendency  for  the 
general  public  to  revert  towards  doing  so.  Should  this  happen 
much  valuable  ground  will  have  been  lost  in  the  effort  to  gain 
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acceptance  of  the  mentally  disordered  by  the  community  as  a 
whole.  The  general  re-orientation  from  social  misfit  to  ill  person 
will  have  suffered  a reversal. 

From  a practical  point  of  view,  problems  raised  by  the 
implementation  of  the  proposals  are  serious  and  any  benefits 
gained  by  such  a change  may  well  be  outweighed  by  these. 

Not  the  least  of  these  practical  problems  is  that  of  com- 
munication. 

After  the  inception  of  the  Mental  Health  Act  1959  some  time 
elapsed  before  information  concerning  the  patient  passed  from 
the  psychiatric  hospital  to  the  Local  Health  Authority.  It  was 
understandable  that  Consultants  in  the  hospitals  trained  and 
practised  in  the  ethics  of  medical  confidence  viewed  with  some 
suspicion  the  wish  of  the  field  workers  to  have  authoritative 
information  and  guidance  concerning  the  patient  on  his  dis- 
charge home  from  hospital.  Psychiatric  illness  has  a particularly 
intimate  personal  connection,  and  many  Consultant  Psychiatrists 
visualised  their  expressed  opinions  of  a particular  patient’s  back- 
ground and  personal  problems  being  accessible  to  all  and  sundry 
in  a large  Town  Hall  department.  It  was  only  as  their  confidence 
in  the  reliability  of  the  service,  and  in  particular  in  the  personnel 
involved  grew  that  they  became  willing  to  participate  in  a free, 
reciprocal  flow  of  information.  Such  confidence  is  slow  to  grow 
but  can  easily  be  irrevocably  lost.  Perhaps  the  most  important 
factor  in  this  process  of  growing  confidence  was  that  such  inti- 
mate medical  information  as  they  did  pass  on  was  to  a fellow 
medical  practitioner,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  they 
developed  a full  trust  that  he  and  his  staff  would  respect  the 
confidences  they  had  placed  in  him. 

It  is  unlikely  that  the  Psychiatric  Consultants  will  pass  in- 
formation on  so  readily  to  a large  Social  Service  department  as 
envisaged  in  the  proposal. 

Similarly,  there  has  been  less  occasion  for  misunderstanding 
between  the  hospital  medical  staffs  and  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  simply  because  they  have  a common  basis  of  training  and 
ethics,  and  when  difficulties  have  arisen,  they  have  at  least  had 
this  in  common  and  have  been  the  better  able  to  see  each  other’s 
point  of  view:  they  have  spoken  the  same  language. 

It  is  important  that  a field  worker  in  mental  health  should  be 
able  to  discuss  at  any  time  problems  associated  with  his  work 
which  are  of  a medical  nature  with  his  Chief  Officer,  up  to  now  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  who  in  addition  to  his  medical  training 
is  trained  and  experienced  in  social  medicine  and  who  through 
the  diverse  aspects  of  his  work  has  a wide  knowledge  of  environ- 
mental factors  and  the  social  circumstances  of  his  area. 

Perhaps  one  of  the  most  disturbing  recommendations  in  the 
report  so  far  as  the  Mental  Health  Services  are  concerned  is  that 
social  service  departments  when  established  should  build  up  and 
maintain  a psychiatric  case  register  with  the  avowed  intention 
of  “keeping  track  of  patients”.  The  willingness  or  otherwise  of 
the  patient  to  be  so  recorded  and  “tracked”  does  not  have  any 
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mention  and  it  is  evident  that  such  a consideration  has  not 
affected  the  thinking  of  those  who  made  the  suggestion.  The 
proposal  however,  vitiates  the  most  important  principle  that  one 
should  be  able  to  avail  onesself  of  psychiatric  treatment  without 
the  fact  of  one  doing  so  being  a matter  of  public  concern,  nor 
should  the  fact  be  disclosed  to  anybody  outside  the  circle  of 
medical  confidence  except  with  the  patient’s  consent.  One  could 
only  hope  that  medical  staffs  would  not  take  part  in  such  a 
pernicious  and  unethical  procedure.  Similarly,  Mental  Welfare 
Officers  who,  almost  invariably  have  been  accustomed  to  working 
under  medical  direction  and  in  a medical  setting  will  be  most 
reluctant  to  commit  to  paper  for  the  information  of  an  extended, 
multi-purpose  department  facts  and  opinions,  often  of  a quite 
intimate  nature  and  much  of  their  work  might  well  go  unrecorded 
for  this  reason. 

The  Mental  Health  Services,  since  their  reorganisation 
following  the  Mental  Health  Act  1959,  have  barely  had  time  yet 
to  settle  down  to  develop  and  the  proposal  to  uproot  them  and 
place  them  in  a new  setting  would,  apart  from  all  the  other 
considerations  mentioned,  be  yet  another  disturbance  with  the 
appearance  of  change  for  the  sake  of  change.

The  work  of  the  training  centre  continues  to  progress  satis- 
factorily in  both  the  junior  and  adult  departments. 

In  the  adult  section  outwork  for  the  trainees  is  still  supplied 
by  Birkby’s  but  in  February  Rust  Craft  Greeting  Cards  of  Mill 
Street  East,  Savile  Town,  agreed  to  employ  us.  The  type  of  work 
sent  in  was  well  suited  to  the  capabilities  of  the  trainees,  and  the 
firm  have  been  pleased  with  the  standard  of  work  done  by  the 
boys  and  girls.

One  young  man,  23  years  of  age,  who  has  attended  the 
centre  for  seven  years,  was  found  employment  at  a firm  in 
Drighlington  in  October.  In  spite  of  some  travelling  difficulties 
mainly  due  to  lack  of  public  transport,  he  is  managing  both  the 
daily  journey  and  his  job  very  competently. 

Fourteen  of  the  adult  trainees  now  travel  to  the  centre  daily 
by  public  transport.  The  rest  of  the  adults  and  the  children  are 
brought  in  by  the  coach  as  usual,  with  a member  of  staff  acting 
as  escort. 

Good  progress  is  maintained  in  the  junior  department 
through  the  patience  and  understanding  of  the  staff.  Every 
effort  is  made  to  make  the  children  as  independent  and  socially 
acceptable  as  possible.  The  daily  programme  is  planned  to  cover 
a variety  of  constructive  and  creative  activities  and  occupations. 
Nature  walks,  outings  and  educational  visits  take  place  at 
regular  intervals  and  prove  stimulating  and  beneficial  to  the 
children.  During  the  year  we  have  had  many  visits  of  observation 
from  students  from  training  colleges,  members  of  the  nursing 
profession  and  pupils  in  their  final  year  in  some  of  the  local 
schools. 

In  May,  fourteen  trainees,  children  and  adults,  were  taken  to 
Skegness  for  a weeks  holiday.  They  were  accompanied  by  two 
members  of  staff  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Townend,  and  the  holiday  was 
paid  for  by  funds  raised  by  the  Parent  Teacher  Association.  It 
was  a happy  and  successful  venture  for  the  boys  and  girls  who 
enjoyed  it  enormously,  and  for  the  staff  who  were  able  to  get  a 
new  insight  into  some  of  their  problems  and  behaviour. 

Youth  Club  meetings  are  held  twice  monthly  and  well 
attended  by  the  older  boys  and  girls.  Meetings  are  varied  with 
outings  and  entertainments,  and  in  October  a full  days  outing 
was  arranged  to  Hornsea  where  a visit  was  made  to  the  Pottery 
Works. 

The  parent  Teacher  Association  enjoys  strong  support 
from  parents  and  staff  in  particular  and  members  of  the  public 
in  general.  Social  activities  and  outings  are  mingled  with  fund 
raising  efforts. 

In  September  the  outer  doors  and  windows  of  the  centre 
were  repainted,  and  in  December  the  driveway  up  to  the  kitchen 
entrance  was  resurfaced. 

The  year  ended  with  the  usual  Christmas  festivities.  A party 
was  held  for  the  children  which  included  a visit  from  “Father 
Christmas”  who  gave  each  child  a present.  A Christmas  dinner 
and  social  evening  was  arranged  for  the  adult  trainees  and  the 
annual  dinner  for  the  Parent  Teacher  Association  was  held  in  the 
Crow  Nest  Park  Cafe. 

Finally  I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  staff  for 
their  hard  work  and  loyalty,  to  Dr.  Robson  and  members  of  the 
health  department,  and  many  others  who  have  helped  and 
supported  us  so  generously  during  the  year.

CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT,  1969. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  of  the 

County  Borough  of  Dewsbury. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  again  my  pleasure  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  ending  31st  December,  1969,  on  the  work  carried  out  by 
the  Public  Health  Inspectors’  Department. 

The  work  of  adapting  fireplaces,  in  the  area  covered  by  the 
Dewsbury  (Central  Area)  Smoke  Control  Order,  1968,  has  pro- 
gressed favourably.  If  the  present  rate  of  conversions  is  main- 
tained it  is  not  envisaged  that  there  will  be  any  adaptions  un- 
completed when  the  Order  becomes  operative  on  the  1st  October, 
1972.  Observations  on  smoke  emitted  from  industrial  premises 
continue  to  be  carried  out  and  I am  pleased  to  report  that  there 
is  little  cause  for  complaint  with  regard  to  these  premises. 

In  August  the  student  Public  Health  Inspector  resigned, 
having  been  unsuccessful  at  his  first  attempt  in  qualifying  as  a 
Public  Health  Inspector,  and  now  intends  to  enter  the  teaching 
profession.  Mr.  D.  Hughes  took  up  the  appointment  as  a Public 
Health  Inspector  in  September,  so  filling  the  vacancy  which  has 
existed  since  July,  1967.  He  immediately  undertook  the  duties 
of  an  inspector  under  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises 
Act,  1963.  I am  pleased  to  report  that  all  the  premises,  register- 
able  with  the  Local  Authority,  have  now  been  inspected  and 
generally  all  such  premises  have  been  brought  up  to  the  required 
standard. 

In  October,  1969,  the  County  Borough  Police  Force  became 
amalgamated  within  the  new  West  Yorkshire  Police  Authority 
and  the  administration  of  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Act,  1950, 
and  Regulations  and  orders  made  thereunder  was  passed  from 
the  Police  to  the  Public  Health  Inspectorate. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  two  cases  of  anthrax  in  bovines 
have  been  notified.  Appropriate  action  was  taken  in  effecting  the 
disposal  of  the  carcases  and  disinfecting  the  infected  environs. 

Untreated  milk  is  regularly  and  frequently  sampled,  being 
tested  for  Brucellosis  organisms,  the  presence  of  antibiotics  and 
cleanliness.  Since  such  testing  first  became  routine  the  incidence 
of  Brucellosis  has  greatly  decreased.  It  is  evident  that  the  re- 
quirement of  diverting  the  milk  for  heat  treatment  is  so  incon- 
venient to  the  milk  producer  that  greater  care  is  exercised  when 
buying  new  cows  in  attempting  to  ensure  that  they  are  Brucellosis 
free.

I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Health  and  Housing  Committee  for  their  support 
and  help,  also  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  his  assistance  and 
support  during  the  year.  Also  I would  like  to  record  my  thanks 
to  all  members  of  my  staff  for  the  excellent  way  in  which  they 
have  performed  their  duties.

A vacancy  for  a 
Public  Health  Inspector  was  filled  in  September.  The  Student 
Public  Health  Inspector  resigned  in  August  and  the  vacancy  is 
to  be  filled  at  an  opportune  time. 

The  remaining  staff  consists  of  three  female  clerks  and  two 
van  driver/disinfestors. 

In  addition  to  the  statutory  qualifications  held  by  all  the 
District  Public  Health  Inspectors,  they  also  hold  the  Certificate 
of  the  Royal  Society  of  Health  for  the  inspection  of  Meat  and 
Other  Foods,  whilst  additional  qualifications  held  include: —

During  the  year  2,315  visits  were  made  to  food  stalls  on  the 
Market.  Minor  contraventions  were  dealt  with  by  verbal  action. 

Adulteration. 

The  recognised  minimum  rate  of  sampling  is  three  samples 
per  1,000  population  per  annum,  so  taking  the  population  of 
Dewsbury  as  50,000  approximately,  this  gives  a total  number  of 
150  samples  per  year. 

During  1969,  there  were  90  samples  taken  for  chemical 
analysis,  of  which  69  were  reported  genuine  and  21  adulterated, 
giving  a percentage  adulteration  of  23.3%  and  156  visits  were 
made  by  the  Inspectors  for  the  purpose  of  taking  these  samples.

Inspection  of  Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

100  per  cent,  meat  inspection  of  all  animals  slaughtered 
within  the  County  Borough  of  Dewsbury  has  been  maintained. 
The  District  Public  Health  Inspectors  have  continued  to  carry 
out  this  duty  on  a rota  system. 

During  1969,  604  visits  were  made  to  the  slaughterhouses 
and  3 tons,  3 cwts.  3 qrs.  18  lbs.  of  meat  and  offal  were  con- 
demned and  destroyed  as  being  unfit  for  food.  1,590  cattle,  185 
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cows,  43  calves,  5,705  sheep  and  3,579  pigs  were  slaughtered 
within  the  County  Borough,  but  no  horses.  This  Department 
collects  and  disposes  of  by  incineration  all  offals  and  small 
quantities  of  meat  which  the  occupiers  of  the  slaughterhouses 
surrender,  but  any  carcase  found  to  be  unfit  for  food  is  dyed  by 
the  Inspectors  before  being  sold  to  manufacturers  of  non-edible 
products. 

Prosecution — Food  & Drugs  Act,  1955 — Section  105 

A prosecution  under  Section  105  of  the  Food  & Drugs  Act, 
1955,  was  taken  against  a shopkeeper  for  obstructing  sampling 
officers  in  the  course  of  their  duties.  It  resulted  in  his  being  found 
guilty  and  fined  £5.
